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Babysitter faces criminal 
homicide charges

Charges have been filed 
against Theresa Mane Wagner, 
22. of 5B Kenray Avenue, 
Dover, for her alleged connection 
in the death of 18-month old 
Crystal Scachnsl 

Wagner, who wxs the child's 
babysitter, has been charged 
with criminal homicide and 
endangering the welfare of 
children Crystal Scachnsl was 
the daughter of Ellen Yost 
Scachnsl of East Berlin and Rick 
F Scachnsl of Mccliamcsburg 
According to Northern 
Regional Police, the Scachrist 
child suffered a fractured skull 
while under the supervision of 
Theresa Wagner The baby was 
pronounced dead February 15 at 
Polyclinic Hospital in 
Harrisburg. 

The autoposy was performed 
by Dr Isadore Mihalakis, a 
neurosurgeon of Lehigh Valley 
Hospital Center Due to the 
seriousness of the head injuries 
involved, a neurosurgeon was 
needed to perfonn the autopsy, 
said Dauphin County Coroner 
Graham Hetrick 

According to Hetrick the 
autoposy revealed "mncr-cranial 
bleeding.” Hetrick said, "We 


didn't feel that the injuries were 
consistent with the fall, therefore 
the nature of the death had to be 
homicide." 

Hetnek said full x-rays were 
also taken and the infontiation 
was relayed to the Attorney 
General's Child Abuse Board 

Wagner was arraigned in 
York County on March 1 by 
Emanuel Cassimalis and is 
currently in custody at York 
County Pnson 

According to District 
Attorney Stanley Robert's office, 
the maximum sentence for 
criminal homicide involves 
several variables If the county 
finds it is first degree murder, the 
death penalty may be sought If 
the death penalty docs not apply, 
then the penalty would be life 
imprisonment. If third degree 
murder is the verdict then Wagner 
would face a maximum of 10 to 
20 years in pnson If Wagner is 
convicted of a misdemeanor of 
the first degree, the maximum 
sentence would be 5 years, with 
two and one half to five years of 
actual pnson lime 


Board OK's Strip mall

The Carroll Township Board 
of Supervisors Tuesday evening 
unanimously approved the 
preliminary land development 
plan for a stnp shopping center to 
be located off Route 15. between 
Orebank and Siddonsburg 
Roads 

The preliminary plan was 
presented by Frank Nardo of 
York Associates 

Supervisor Norman H. Shelly 
Jr. reassured residents that a 
traffic study is underway The 
approval of a final plan will be 
contingent on the results of the 
study, he said. 

Tlic 39-acre tract is divided ito 
three lots, As the plan now 
appears, the shopping center will 
be flanked by two fast food 
restaurants-one on Siddonsburg 
Road (Lot #1) and one on 
Orebank Road (Lot #2) 

Lot #1 also will include a 
grocery store, bank, department 
store, small retail store, and a 
drug store. The department and 
grocery stores will be located 
along Siddonsburg and Orebank 
Roads, respectively, according to 
the preliminary plan. 

Resident John Lane asked the 
supervisors to consider a security 
study, in addition to a traffic 
study, for the vicinity of the 
center He also asked w hether the 
township supervisors could place 
any restrictions on the types of 
businesses that lease in the 
shopping center 

Heavy construction equipment 
is damaging our roads. Lane also 
told the supervisors. He asked 
the board to consider holding 
general contractors responsible 
for maintaining the existing 
condition of the roads they 
frequently use. 

Lam Eichclbcrgcr. chairman 
of the board of supervisors, 
asked Lane to submit his requests 
in wnting. 

Because the shopping center 
will increase traffic volume on 
Orebank Road, the township 
should consider that road a top 
pnoniy. Supervisor Shelly said. 

However, residents along 
West Ridge Road would like to 
have the township repair their 
road Andrew Smith of West 
Ridge Road, ptcscntcd the 
supervisors a petition requesting 
the township to blacktop the 


unpaved section of the road from 
the Nailor residence to the 
Monaghan Township line The 
petition was signed by 
approximately 20 residents who 
live along the road. Smith said 

Alan Pollard, another West 
Ridge Road resident, told the 
supervisors that the road 
condition is so poor that school 
buses will not travel it. 

"It is very unlikely to include 
that road for blacklopping for this 
year or next year.' Shelly told 
Smith, citing budget shortages 
"The road would have to be 
widened and straightened," the 
supervisor explained. "There are 
loo many hairpin lums and blind 
driveways." 

The road is narrow, winding, 
and the steep slope allows foi 
stones to wash away. Smith told 
the supervisors '* Ihc township 
puts stone on the road five to six 
times a year Thai also must be 
expensive." he added 

Traffic has increased 
considerably on West Ridge 
Road. Smith said. There are two 
or three new homes on the hill, 
and some drivers use the road as 
a shortcut to Ski Roundtop, he 
added 

Smith said Carroll Township 
police officers have (old him they 
sometimes travel the road when 
responding to a call in Monaghan 
Township, which they also 
patrol. 

In other business, Jerry 
Yocum. Monaghan Township 
fire chief, and Bob McDermm. 
Franklintown Fire Company 
assistant chief, asked the 
supervisors whether the 
township's contracts with the 
Monaghan, Franklintown. and 
Dillsburg fire companies arc 
similar They said there is a 
question concerning the chain of 
command among the three 
companies in Carroll Township. 

Supervisor Lam Eichclbcrgcr 
told the chiefs that he is glad they 
came to the meeting Although he 
wxs unable to give them a definite 
answer concerning the contracts 
at that umc. he said he will begin 
immediately to chock into the 
matter. 

A rash of bad will has been 
erupting among Citizens Hose 
Company in Dtilsburg and the 
fire companies represented at the 
meeting.

Brave efforts of 
Dillsburg man saves life

"If it wouldn't have been for 
him, that man would have burned 
to death " These were the words 
of Joseph A Staub of Dillsburg 
xs he desenbed the heroic efforts 
of his neighbor, Kenneth W 
Weary, 34, who bravely pulled a 
man from a burning car along 
Route 74 in front of Cumberland 
Valley Brethren in Christ Church 

Weary is credited witli saving 
the life of Daniel A Garonzik. 
26. of 35 Tnne Avenue in Mount 
Holly Springs According to 
State Police, Garonzik was 
traveling in his LTD West on 
Route 74 near Branduvillc at 
approximately 12 00 am. 
tuesday. March 6, when he lost 
control of his vehicle and crossed 
over to the Exsl bound lane, and 
then back to the West lane, 
striking a utility pole and flipping 
over The accident took place in 
front of Staub's residence, 1070 
York Road 

According to Staub his 
barefooted neighbor rushed over 
to his house and called police 
about a car accident which took 
place in front of Ins home 

Weary said he went to 
Staub's because the crash had 
caused power outage at his 
house Weary grabbed two fire 
extinguishers from Staub and 
began his efforts to extinguish the 
fire in the front of the Ford LTD 


The vehicle struck a utility pole 
just outside their home 

Staub said it was after his 
efforts to pul out Ihc fire failed 
when he went ahead and pulled 
the man out of the car 

"The man was a pretty big 
guy I don't see how he could 
have done it." said Staub in 
reference to the efforts of his 
neighbor 

Stale Police also confirmed 
"If it had not been for Weary's 
quick dunking ihc driver would 
have been burned alive " 

According to Staub. the 
driver "managed to loosen his 
belt, but couldn't get out of the 
vehicle." Weary said, “Within 
minutes after I got him out of the 
car it was completely engulfed in 
flames." 

Garonzik was the only 
passenger in the car He was 
taken to Harrisburg Hospital and 
is currently listed in fair condition 
suffering from multiple 
contusions, including two broken 
legs Hospital officals said that 
Garonzik didn't suffer ary bums 
from the incident and his 
condition should be upgraded in 
the next few days. 

Kenneth Weary is employed 
by Agrotros, Gettysburg as a 
helicopter mechanic He and his 
w ife were alseep at the time of the 
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Dillsburg firefighters respond to single vehicle crash along Route 74 in front of the 
Cumberland Valley Brethem in Christ Church early Tuesdav morning Kenneth Weary 
pulled the victim from the vehicle shortly before it burst into flames.
